BAY STATE BOARD 
RULES R. R. TRUCK 
OP2RATION ILLEGAL 


Boston, Mass., Jan, 19.—Indepen- 
dent truckmen of Massachusetts 
won a victory over the railroads 
carrying freight on the highways 
when the state Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities found that the New 
Haven and the Boston & Maine, 
through their subsidiary transporta- 
tion companies, are operating trucks 
illegally. The commission recom- 
mended that the attorney general 
take ac ion. 

The decision was rendered on 
petitions of the Motor Truck Club 
of Massachusetts. 

“Under the evidence we are of 
the opinion,” the department deci- 
sion said, “that the railroad (New 
Haven) is maintaining and operat- 
ing motor vehicles not running upon 
rails or tracks for the transporta- 
tion of freight within the ccmmon- 
wealth without the approval of the 
department.” 

The department said that an act 
of 1925 implied that railroads cannot 
operate motor vehicles upon the 
highways without such approval and 
then only on such routes as in the 
opinion of the department public 
convenience requires. The depart- 
ment said it did not believe the 
railroads could avoid the statute 
through establishing a subsidiary 
which it controls. The department 
directs the attorney general to begin 
an action in the Supreme Judicial 
Court to have the violation of law 
stopped. 

The same findings with respect to 
the New Haven are made against 
the Boston & Maine.

ECLIPSE ADDS NEW 
VACUUM PUMP FOR 
AVIATION PURPOSES 


East Orange, N. J., Jan. 19.—The 
Eclipse Aviation Corporation has 
placed upon the market an engine 
driven instrument vacuum pump 
designed to replace the venturi used 
to operate suction driven aircraft 
instruments, such as the bank and 
turn indicator, artificial horizon and 
directional gyro. The pump is 
equipped with a flange to fit the 
standard four-bolt gun synchronizer 
drive pad on the engine and a 
socket in the pump rotor receives 
the drive from the nut on top of the 
synchronizer Crive shaft. 

This pump has sufficient capacity 
to operate the three above men- 
tioned instruments at the normal 
throttled r.p.m. of the engine during 
a glide, and it will also operate all 
three instruments at an altitude of 
10,000 feet at normal cruising speed. 
The pump will provide sufficient 
suction during the warming-up pe- 
riod on the ground to insure the 
instruments operating correctly at 
time of take-off. 

The pump is of the rotary vane 
type with all wearing surfaces of 
thin wall nickel-iron. It requires no 
attention, lubrication being taken by 
a pressure line from the engine with 
a restriction in the pump limiting 
the oil used to a few drops per min- 
ute. It weighs 3% pounds. 


GENERAL ELECTRIC ORDERS 
SHOW DECLINE FOR 1931 


Schnectady, N. Y., Jan. 19.—Or- 
ders received by the General Elec- 
tric Company during the year 1931, 
amounted to $252,021,496, compared 
with $341,820,312 for 1930, a decrease 
of 26 per cent., President Gerard 
Swope has announced. 

Orders for the quarter ended De- 
cember 31, amounted to $49,321,480, 
compared with $74,168,480 for the 
last quarter of 1930. a decrease of 34 
per cent. Sales billed and earnings 
for the year 1931 are not yet avail- 
able, but the complete annual report 
will be forthcoming in March.

McDuffee has been in 260 different cities and has touched 
every state in the Union save Montana, Idaho, Utah, Nevada 
and Wyoming on company business.

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Looking Back on the Show 


OW that the New York National Automobile Show for 
1932 has become a matter of history, we can get a 
somewhat fairer view of its accomplishment than was 
possible during the busy days when Grand Central Palace 


was the center of automotive activity. 

It would be idle to say that most of us approached the 
show period without some qualms of misgiving. We hoped 
a year ago that the show would mark the beginning of 
revival. It did not, and when doors of the Palace swung open 
on January 9 we for one felt some doubt as to what the 
verdict would be. Would increased crowds indicate a 
renewal of the general public’s interest in motor cars? We 
hoped so, but there were moments when we feared. 

Now that the eventful days have come to an end, we 
know that the verdict of the show was definitely favorable. 
On opening day the fourth largest crowd for the initial show 
day crowded its way into the Palace. And this in spite of 
an uninviting, drizzly day. Hope dawned. 

Then followed day after day in which the number of 
show visitors increased over the same day of last year’s 
show. Decidedly the public was interested in the new offer- 
ings of the automotive industry. 

The next question was: “Do increasees in the number 
of people visiting the show surely indicate revival of buy- 
ing?” Obviously this question cannot be answered- com- 
pletely at this writing. The proof of the pudding will finally 
come in the spring when motor vehicle sales usually enter 
their best period of the year. 

The obvious deduction from increased attendance at 
automobile shows is increased buying. If the public interest 
has grown to the extent indicated by attendance figures at 
New York, by every law. of logic a proportionate amount 
of that interest should be translated into sales. 

However, we do not have to wait for spring to get some 
sort of answer to our question. The New York and Chicago 
shows have never been particularly notable for retail sales 
actually consummated at the exhibitions. The more impor- 
tant function of these big national shows is as a clearing 
house for dealer activities. Nevertheless retail sales during 
New York show week far exceeded those consummated at 
the show a year ago. A number of the companies did surpris- 
ingly well and practically all of them showed increases over 
their 1931 records of actual show sales. 

From now on until early spring we shall have reports 
from dealer shows in cities all over the country. Attendance 
and sales will vary, undoubtedly, being governed somewhat 
by sectional financial and business conditions. But, if we 
find the general public going to the shows in greater numbers 
than it did last year, we may take it as a reasonably certain 
sign that the same public is going to increase its buying in 
the spring. 

The next milepost is, of course, the Chicago national 
show and we shall begin to get the returns from this in Jess 
than two weeks. We believe that it will confirm the verdict 
of increased public interest that the New York show 
rendered.

These sales figures reflect normal 
seasonal trends, plus the effect of 
the depression. In all these cities 
the first sign of revival of buying 
will come with the opening of the 
automobile shows. It will be ex- 
tremely interesting to note in future 
Surveys exactly how effective in 
stimulating sales the dealer exhibi- 
tions will be. 


MACHINERY EXPORTS 
DECLINE IN NOVEMBER 


Washington, Jan. 19.—November 
exports of American industrial ma- 
chinery amounted to about $7,000,- 
000, a decline of 11 per cent., com- 
pared with October, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce states.
